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Student Society Meeting 



A meeting of the Students* 
Society was held in the Centennial 
Centre Lounge at 7.30 p.m. on 
Feb. 9, 1970. 

As there were approximately 
55 persons present, it was not 
possible to vote on any motions 
because of the lack of a quorum 
(a quorum being 100 people) 

One nomination was received 
for the position of Agriculture 
Councillor. Nominations had been 
opened from the 3rd of February 
However, because there was no 
advertising, or notices posted, 
it was felt that the nominations 
period should be extended a few 
more days. Advertising is the 
responsibility of the Internal V.P.. 
Graham Tolfree. Therefore, 
nominations will be accepted 
from Feb. 11 to 16, followed by 
an open Society meeting on that 
day. The meeting will be held in 
the C.C. Ballroom at 12.30. Elec- 
tions will take place on Feb. 19, 
1970. 

Bar-Disco: 

®rctt though there was no 
quorum. President Lalonde went 
on to the discussion of the Bar- 
Disco, in order to establish some 
opinions from the people present. 

The treasurer. Bob Holmes 
presented three alternatives, 
two of which seemed to be di- 
rectly in line with C. Wright's 
(ex -bar disco chairman) sug- 
gestion at the previous council 
meeting. 

First, Bob proposed the build- 
ing of an expensive, complete 
Bar-Disco for the price of $30,- 
000. This one would be a nice 
place to entertain, but, as Bob 
pointed out, it would also get 
wrecked in no time. 

His second alternative was the 
cheap shell type that would 
cost $17,000. This would provide 
only the bare necessities like 
wails, false ceiling and ventilation. 

Then Mr. Holmes proposed the 
''in-between" plan which would 
include some necessities like 
a refrigerator. 

A fourth alternative was 
brought up by John Barr: That 
we do not have one at all" 

Alan Joumet suggested the fifth 
alternative that we decide when 
the future of Mac is known. The 
discussion revolved around the 
expected student population next 
year. At the very least, there 
would be only 700 or 800 students 
here next year. 

John Rogerson questioned the 
future of the reserves of the 
Mac Students' Society. These 
reserves are estimated at $65,- 
000 and should be spent on ca- 
pital expenditures. If Macdonald 
College should close its doors, 
these reserves would go to Mc- 
Gill and it seems that the money 
would go to waste in a trust fund. 
John then mentioned that he would 



be in favor of spending at least 
$17,000 in the Bar-Disco area . 

Once again, there was a split 
between the education and agri- 
culture people. John Barr 
reported that a personal poll 
among the education people 
revealed that they were against 
the building of a Bar-Disco. On 
the other hand, the Aggies were 
mostly in favour because they 
would be able to make use of the 
investment. There were several 
persons in the room who would 
have liked to see the referendum 
taken only to the Agriculture 
people. President Lalonde ruled 
this out of order since everybody 
who paid student fees is entitled 
to vote until they leave this 
campus 

Penny Stewart suggested that 
we stop thinking only of our own 
interests, whether education or 
Agriculture, and work for the 
future of Macdonald College and 
build something constructive with 
the money. An applause rang out. 

Professor Hamilton was also 
in favor of spending some money 
on the Bar- Disco and recom- 
mended that students take a 
positive move toward ending the 
problem. 

The following motion was 
moved by John Robinson and 
seconded by John Rogerson: "That 
the Macdonald College Students 
Society instructs the Macdonald 
College Students' Council to have 
the necessary work done to 
renovate the bowling alley area 
and art room at a maximum cost 
of $20,000.00. This area to be 
in operation by September 1, 1970 
and that Council give a complete 
operational plan for the area at 
the Spring General Society Meet- 
ing." Since there was not a quo- 
rum, this must be presented to 
the Students' Society for a vote 
by ballot within 3 days. 

This motion is the same that 
Penny Stewart proposed to 
Council last week but was 
amended by Alan Joumet so that 
no definite amount be set. That 
motion, last week, was carried 
8:1:0. Yet, this week, Penny's 
motion was agreable to almost 
everyone on council, even to Mr. 
Joumet himself. Let's make up 
our minds, shall we councillors. 

Next problem was the date of 
voting on Mr. Robinson's motion. 
The problem is that IG and 2S 
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education classes go observing 
for three days and will not be here 
to vote on the specified date. 
Therefore Chairman Lalonde 
asked J. Robinson if he would 
withdraw his motion. 

Mr Robinson and Mr. Rogerson 
agreed to withdraw the motion 
providing that a referendum 
be held on Feb. 13, presenting 
the motion verbatim, with no 
preamble, nor any altemation. 

Mr. Lalonde agreed and there- 
fore that motion was withdrawn. 
Chairman Lalonde declared the 
meeting adjourned. Today is the 
day to vote, so get out and decide 
the Bar- Disco's future.

FROM CUSO WITH LOVE 



The rape of the Carib- 
bean continues. After 
centuries of moral, phys- 
ical, and economic rapings 
by various and sundry 
colonial masters, the 
stage is being set for the 
raping of the dignity of the 
Caribbean peoples. Here 
is a copy of the remarks 
which formed the context 
of a CUSO discussion on 
the Caribbean on Wednes- 
day 4 February at Mac- 
donald College. 

The Expectations of 
New Volunteers: 

1. Often no curriculum and 
no syllabuses in elementary 
and Junior Secondary schools. 

2. Textbooks and equipment 
are often non-existent. 

3. Headmasters may appear 
inefficient but volunteers 
must be prepared to work with 
him. 

4. Lack of discipline. 

5. The children are often 
not eager to learn. 

6. Many of the students in 
the high schools have not 
passed the Common Elntrance 
exam. (Promotion is done by 
age not by achievement.) 

7. Differences in every re 
spect e.g. times of rising and 
setting of the sun almost static; 
noise of donkeys, roosters, dogs 
at every hour. 

8. Volunteers should lower 
their expectations, realize 
that they are not going to 
change the system and that 
they will make most progress 
and find most rewards in one 
to one relationships. They 
should not compare everything 
with Canada. 

9. They can expect frustra- 
tions which they can't leave as 
they could in Canada because 
of their commitment. 

10. They can expect to neither 
understand nor be understood 
by the children initially. Must 
learn to speak slowly. 

1 1 . They can expect to be both 
mentally and physically tired 
for the first three to four 
months. 

12. Housing can be expect- 
ed to be poorer in every re 
spect to ^^t we are used to 
in Canada. 

13. Single girls should ex- 
pect that W. Indian men are 
faster and less hypocritical 
about sex than Canadiens and 
that they are emotionally more 
vulnerable at the beginning of 
their two years than previous- 
ly. 

14. There are many striking 
manifestations of wealth and 
affluence, often mostly confin- 
ed to relatively few people, 
but especially prominent in 
the larger territories. A small 
middle class will seem all too 
often selfish and unconcerned 
about the needs which exist. 
Volunteers in many areas 



will say - ''we are not need- 
ed here - the country has 
enough to look after it's own 
needs" - but these are thin 
layers and the needs for better 
educated personel are soon 
apparent. If there were no 
brain drain they could look 
after most of their own needs 
- but the "brain drain" is 
the most crucial problem the 
Caribbean faces. That is 
why we are here. 

From the remarks list- 
ed it can clearly be seen 
that new CUSO volunteers 
to the Caribbean territo- 
ries are expected to find a 
heterogeneous mixture of 
lazy, incompetent undis- 
ciplined, poorly educated, 
sexually starved individu- 
als who have a great time 
swinging from palm trees 
(according to the poster). 
For new volunteers to 
accept those remarks as 
characteristic of the Ca- 
ribbean is rather unfortu- 
nate but, more disgusting 
IS the fact that the re- 
marks were presented 
and commented on by 
someone who had * 'serv- 
ed ' only in an isolated 
part in one of the islands. 
I am not attempting to 
give reasons for the ex- 
istence of poverty nor am 
I attempting to excuse 
undiscipUne, or am I de- 
nying that any of the re 
marks would have a fac- 
tual basis. However it is 
rather remarkable that 
such rennarks could be 
put forward as encom- 
passing the whole Carib- 
bean area. 

There would be no jus- 
tification in taking condi- 
tions existing in the rural 
areas of Canada and do- 
cumenting them as the 
conditions in Canada as a 
whole. Similarily remarks 
on isolated spots in the 
Caribbean area should 
not be put forward as 
conditions existing through 
out the Caribbean. 
How in the name of heaven 
can anyone expect to be 
productive in any sense 
when prior to arriving 
m an area, they already 
have various hang-ups? 
Perhaps there-in lies 
the reason for the appa- 
rent rejection of CUSO 
volunteers in the Carib- 
bean. The role of the great 
benevolent missionary at- 



tempting to educate 
the unfortunate, illiterate 
masses has already been 
played to a full house. 
Clean up your act, or, in 
the words of a once pop- 
ular West Indian Calypso 
"Get the hell out of 
there." 




Gross Injustice 

Sir, 

It was indeed unfortunate that 
more West Indians did not avail 
themselves of the opportunity of 
hearing the talk given by Prof. 
Burgess on the educational clim- 
ate in the Caribbean. At least we 
would have had a chance to show 
how sadly misinformed the Pro- 
fessor is. 

One wonders how Prof. Bur- 
gess, seemingly because he 
spent a few years teaching in 
Jamaica, could have had the in- 
solence to speak about education 
in the Caribbean. The few West 
Indians who attended the meeting 
were shocked and disgusted by 
the distorted picture which Prof. 
Burgess drew. It is unfortunate 
that a supposedly well-educated 
person could have stooped so 
low to commit this rape on our 
countries. We have become ac- 
customed to the impression held 
by many Canadians that the Ca- 
ribbean is a cultural and educa- 
tional wasteland. This does not 
really worry us unduly, as we 
attribute this impression to 
ignorance. What does worry us is 
that those who should know better 
would seek to perpetuate this 
myth. 

The school at which Prof. Bur- ^ 
gess taught was situated in a 
very remote part of Jamaica, and. 
needless to say, teaching condi- 
tions in an area so remote 
could hardly be ideal. However, 
the impression given by Prof. 
Burgess was that these condition 
existed in every area in the Ca- 
ribbean. 

Oh Professor, how could you 
do this to us? Does not your 
conscience bother you? Surely 
you must realize that standards 
at a school in a very remote area 
must be below the general stan- 
dard in a country. What did you 
hope to gain by telling such de- 
liberate untruths? 

We only hope that the poor Ca- 
nadians who heard this talk will 
soon have a chance to learn what 
the conditions are. 

In the meantime. Prof. Bur- 
gess, the next time you give such 
a talk I would suggest that you 
represent the facts as they really 
are, or, if you do not know any 
better, keep your mouth shut. 

I hope that you will eventually 
realize the gross injustice you 
have done us.

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Summary of Bill 62 

by The Association for Reform In Education 



Bill 62 an Amendment to the Educa- 
tion Act of Quebec to be inserted after 
Section 580 
Division I Definition 
Section 581 

Island of Montreal is all territories 
described in this Bill. School Board 
is every corporation constituted under 
Section 583. Council is the School 
Council of the Island of Montreal. 
DivisioD n - School Boards-Sections 
582-621 

- 11 School Municipalities to be 
created on the Island of Montreal. 

- Each School Municipality shall be 
governed by a Board of School Com- 
missioners. 

- Each School Board shall ensure that 
the course of study for Grades Ml 
adopted and reorganized for Catholic, 
Protestant and "others" shall be 
taught. 

- Each School Board shall engage and 
dismiss all personnel subject to con- 
dition determined by the Council. 

- Each School Board shall administer 
the inmiovable property placed at its 
disposal by the Council and may ac- 
quire and hold the moveable property 
necessary for its purposes. 

- Election of Commissioners 

2/3 of the School Commissioners 
shall be elected by the vote of Cana- 
dian citizens, 18 years and over, do- 
miciled in the school municipality. 
1/3 of the Commissioners shall be 
elected by an Electoral College com- 
posed of the school conmiittee. 
Commissioners must be Canadian cit-

- the School Board shall elect its 
chairman and vice-chairman, appoint 
a Director General and 3 Associate 
Directors-General (Catholic, Pro- 
testant, other). 

- Each School Board shall prepare 
and administer its budget. Commis- 
sioners shall be personally liable for 
non-authorized expenditure. 
Division ni - School Committees 

- Each school shall have a School 
Conmiittee elected by the parents of 
each school. 

- The duties of the School Conmiittee 
shall be to involve parents in the edu- 
cational process, to see to the quality 
of education, to make recommenda- 
tions re the school, to participate in 
the election of School Board mem- 
bers. 

- The Committee shall have a 2-year 
team of offices. 

- The Committee must meet 6 times 
a year. 

- One-half the members of the com- 
mittee shall nominate 1/3 of the 
School Board members and vote for 
them. 

- The principal and one teacher shall 
be ex-officio members of the com- 
mittee with no voting power. 
Division IV - The Council-Island of 
Montreal 

- The Council shall consist of 15 
members, appointed by the Lt. Gov- 
ernor in Council on the advice of the 
Minister of Education. Eleven of these 
shall be chosen from the eleven 
boards, one from each board. The 



President and Vice President are 
appointed by the Lt. Governor in 
Council. 

- The term of office shall be 4 years. 
All vacancies shall be filled by the 
Minister. 

- The council shall have power to 
levy taxes, control all School Board 
expenses, to finance, plan and co- 
ordinate all services, all immove- 
ables and allocate all immovables. 
Division V - Taxation 

There shall be 2 categories of tax- 
ation: 

(a) of individual immoveable prop- 
erty. 

(b) of corporate immovable prop- 

erty. 

-All evaluation rolls shall be stan- 
dardized. The municipalities shall be 
the collection agencies. 
Application 

- All existing Boards shall be dis- 
solved from July 1, 1971 and their 
assets and liabilities shall be taken 
over by the Council. All persons in 
the employ of existing Boards shall 
become the employees of the Council 
or the new Boards in accordance with 
the integration plan of July 1, 1971. 
Summary 

The summary of Bill 62 done by the 
Association for Reform in Education 
presents in objective form the high- 
light of that proposed legislation. The 
Bill is an out growth of the PARENT 
REPORT concerned with Quebec Pub- 
lic Education. Bill 62 is the latest in 
a series of reform measures aimed 
at restructuring education. This Bill 
applies only to the Island of Mont- 
real. 



The reaction to this piece of Legis- 
lation has been loud and dispersed. 
The Faculty of Education of Macdonald 
College has been unable to present 
one position paper on Bill 62. Opinion 
is so strong that compromise in the 
Faculty seems unlikely. The aim of 
Bill 62 is the unification of the 42 
Montreal School Boards into one large 
unit of 11 subdivisions. It is hoped 
that this would distribute tax funds 
more proportionately and equalize 
educational opportunity. Dean Hall, 
in a brief to the Faculty of Education 
presented at the December meeting 
stated that 
"They are intended indicate that 
Bill 62 will hamper equalization of 
opportunity unnecessarily for the 
following reasons: 

a) The education of small minority 
groups becomes disproportionately 
expensive. 

b) For this reason, it is unlikely 
that small minority groups in any one 
of the proposed municipalities can 
provide the type of educational op- 
portunities which will be available to 
larger groups. 

e) Small school systems do not at- 
tract or hold the services of the more 
competent teachers and administra- 
tors. 

d) Small minority groups are at a 
disadvantage in trying to present their 
needs before school boards which are 
either composed entirely of repre- 
sentatives from the majority group or 
at least dominated by majority in- 
terests. 

e) Unsatisfactory school, conditions 
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could cause many parents to move to 
municipalities on the Island where 
they would be associated with a larger 
school system and this would only 
further aggravate the problems m 
the districts where small minority 
groups already exist. 

The PAPT (Provincial Association 
of Protestant Teachers) agrees with 
Oean Hall in denouncing the Bill 

Denouncing Bill 62 as unfair to the 
minority language in a given district 
points out the unfairness of the cur- 
rent system. Dr. Roger Magnuson 
who has studied the educational sys- 
tem of the province of Quebec for the 
United States Government, presented 
a brief in defense of Bill 62, He stated: 
"More specifically Bill 62 may be 
seen as an honest attempt to trans- 
late into action a number of recom- 
mendations put forward by the Parent 
Commission: creation of larger 
school units; deconfessionalization of 
school boards: provision for greater 
public participation in education; pro- 
vision for more equal distribution of 
the educational tax dollar; and educa- 
tional justice for children who are 
neither Catholic nor Protestant. 

To understant Bill 62 and its im- 
plication. Professor Ekiwards points 
out the need to study past education 
legislation (especially Bills 60 and 
63) and Quebec history. This Bill is 
only one aspect of the changing face 
of Quebec. 

Bill 62 confirms the French Ca- 
tholic desire to restructure the edu- 
cational arrangement on the Island 
of Montreal. The PAPT sees this 
act as the call to end English Protes- 
tant Education and in fact terminating 
the PAPT Itself. 

An outsider looking at Bill 62 and 
the reactions to it from scholarly 
sources can see the conflicts. Can 
Quebec preserve two languages and 
two cultures within a united educa- 
tional structure? Is there a future 
for a teacher currently being trained 
at Macdonald College? Now there 
are language ghettos, will they in- 
crease in number? The answer wiU 
be found in the future.
